Parallel Case 
The court based its rejection of 
Homma’s petition on the decision i n, 
the Y am ashita case. 
Justices 
M urphy 
and 
Rutledge 
dissented to today’s decision, 
as 
they did in last week's 6-2 decision 
in the Y am ashita action. 
Homma was moved immediately 
to Luzon prisoner of war cam p No. 
1, where he joined his successor 
as supreme com m ander of the Phil­ 
ippines during 
th e balmy days 
of 
j 
a p nese conquest, Lt. Gen. Y am a­ 
shita. and 10 other 
convicted war 
criminals. 
Within the range of h is . vision, 
as he stood before 
the 
five-m an 
commission, across M anila bay was 
the fortress rock of Corregidor and 
Bataan, from which he had herded 
Gen. Jonathan M. W ainwright, Maj. 
Gen. Edward P. King 
and

Homma had expected to be shot. 
Homma, attired in the sam e gray 
herringbone suit and tan shoes he 
had worn during the trial, was led 
quickly away after the conviction 
and sentence were pronounced.

Homma made a brief speech th ank ­ 
ing the court for “the courteous 
way I have been treated all during 
my trial.’’

Secretary of State Byrnes report­ 
edly has insisted it is the last of 
the wartim e arrangem ents of 
its 
kind w ithheld 
from 
publication. 
Yalta secrets previously bared promi­ 
sed Russia 
Anglo-American 
sup­ 
port for the big power veto in the 
United 
Nations 
Security 
Council 
and for separate UNO- m emberships 
for 
Bvelo-Russia and 
the 
Soviet 
Ukraine. 
Under the agreement made public 
today, Russia was to join the F ar 
Eastern 
fight “in 
two 
or three 
m onths after Germ any has sur­ 
rendered.” 
This appeared to spike 
finally earlier speculation th at the 
dropping of the first atomic bomb 
on Hiroshima Aug. 6 prom pted R us­ 
sia to advance th e date of its war 
declaration. 
Germ any quit May 7 and Russia 
declared war on Japan Aug. 8 . 
The reference to the Kuriles in 
the Yalta pact 
was 
blunt: "The 
Kurile islands shall be handed over 
to the Soviet union."

R estoration to Russia of south­ 
ern Sakhalin and adjacent islands. 
Internationalization of the port of 
Dairen and restoration of the R us­ 
sian lease on Port Arthur.

He had m ade more th an 25 bomb­ 
ing missions over enem y-held is­ 
lands. 
W hen on com bat 
mission 
over 
Rabaul, New Britain, his plane was 
attacked by a num ber of Jap Zeros, 
and all of the four engines of the 
bomber were shot out of commis­ 
sion, forcing the crew 
of 
11 
to 
parachute out into the sea. the W ar 
departm ent related. Sergt. 
Bixler 
was given credit for downing one 
of the Zeroes. 
Later it was learned th a t nine of 
the crew of 11 were token prisoners 
by the Japs, but Bixler wras not cap­ 
tured and is believed to be hiding 
out on New Ireland island, perhaps 
with natives. But to date he has 
not been rescued, and after a pe­

radio operator on combat missions, 
flights which were of a hazardous 
nature during which enemy opposi­ 
tion was met.

Bixler was a form er Salem am a­ 
teur short-w ave radio operator.

The revised Testam ent is the re­ 
sult of more th an 15 years’ work 
by the American standard 
Bible 
committee, 
a 
group 
of leading 
Protestants who say the new book 
presents the word 
of 
God • “in 
language th at Is direct and clear 
and m eaningful to the people of 
today." 
Directors of the council 
today 
heard a suggestion that “fact-find­ 
ing surveys" be adopted by churches 
to aid in "mobilizing a community’s 
spiritual forces for Christian edu­ 
cation." 
Dr. Ernest J . Chave. professor of 
religious education at the University 
of Chicago, asserted in an address 
prepared 
for a director’s section 
m eeting: 
“The av erage community shows
